The fact that they had the bid last 
year (in spite of the fact that the 
Panthers had just..as good a rec- 
ord), didn’t seem to make any dif- 
ference.

\. The Panthermen, as. well as all 
the rest of us in the Chaffey dis- 
trict, were disappointed last year 
that we didn’t’ get more serious 
consideration, particularly since 
* Chaffey lost: only one game and 
"tO the same team, Los Angeles

ored Compton team. 


We were unhappy about the se- 
Viection in 1946, of course, but we 
took it in the sportsmanlike man-

One thing that has to be said 
for the committee which named 
the western representative in ‘the 
Junior Rose Bowl, they tried to 
ybe fair.. They realized that Comp- 
ton.did get the benefit of the doubt | 
last year, and since Chaffey’s win 
fand loss record this season was 
equal to that of the Tartars again, 
ythey felt that Chaffey should be 
the natural choice. 
By contrast Bakersfield, which 
‘had every right to be just as dis- 
appointed as Compton, not only 
«congratulated Chaffey but bought 
50 tickets and will send its team 
to root for the California repre-

This certainly is an unhealthy 
situation for amateur athletics 
when a city, because it can’t have 
@ monopoly on the Junior Rose 
{ Bowl, resorts to such tactics as, 
Some ,of the Compton fans have. 
, We realize that not every resident 
or student of Compton is involved 
but the fact that there are enough 
y“sour grapes” among them should 
make every junior college in Cal- 
,ifornia rise into some sort of ac- 
“tion. 
We don’t think any penalty in- 
«flicted would be too severe. The 
California Junior College associa- 
ytion can’t tolerate dffairs of this 
kind and still call itself an effect- 
ive organization. It i§ not only 
ythe Junior Rose Bowl that’s at 
stake but the entire future of JC 
athletics in California. Only 
quick and effective action can save 
it.

+ WASHINGTON, ()—The Sen- 
ate ratified today a treaty pledg- 
ing mutual action by the nations 
of this hemisphere against any 
aggressor. 

The vote was announcet as 75 
to 1 for ratification of the treaty, 
with only Senator Millikin (R- 
Colo) voting against it. 1 

The United States thus became 
the third country, of the 18 which 
signed the treaty, to ratify it. Nc 
house action is required. 

It acted after both Chairman 
Vandenberg (R-Mich) of the for- 
eign relations committee and Sen- 
ator Connally of Texas, the 
group’s ranking democratic mem- 
ber, had urged prompt action,

Russia 


Agreement To 
Unify Germany 
To Be Reward 


LONDON (/#)—Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov today listed 
four-power control of the Ruhr 
and repeal of the economic mer- 
ger of the American and British 
zones as part of the price of So- 
viet agreement to unify Germany. 


He repcatea soviet demands for 
$10,000,000,000 reparations from 
Germany, but said, according to 
British sources, that this was not 
a “precondition” of economic 
unity. He insisted reparations and 
economic unity be considered to- 
gether, however. 

Britain told the foreign min- 
istes’ council it could not accept 
the $10,000,000,000 stipulation, 
even as a “working figure.’ 

Under western pressure, Molo- 
tov detailed Russia’s demands on 
Germany for the first time since 
the foreign minister’s council con- 
|vened Nov. 25. 

He coupled his reparations de- 
mand, a reiteration of previous 
Soviet figures, with an attack 
upon British-American plans for 
economic revival of their occupa- 
tion areas. These, he said, were 
“aimed at the liquidation of Ger- 
many as an independent state.” 

The Soviet statement came after 
|U. S. Secretary of State Marshaill 
|; joined British and French repre- 
{sentatives in a three-power meet- 
ing last night. 

Molotov’s statement appeared to 
bring no change in lest spring's 
stand by the Russians, which 
deadlocked the foreign ministers’ 
meeting in Moscow. He said the 
elaim to war damages should he 
paid over 2C@ years in industria.

more money in circulation than 
there have been goods that can 
be bought with money. 

(We've had inflation here with 
living costs up 66 per cent over 
1939, wages high, and more 
money around than goods to 
buy.) : 

You ask: But do Russian work- 
ers get paid in cash? Sure. 
The government. decides’ how 
much pay they get for a certain 
job. 


And when the country people 
—peasants—raise crops, they 
must turn in a certain percen- 
tage, or quota, to the state. 


For this they get cash or ‘pay 
in kind. For example: for 10 
sacks of grain a peasant might 
get 10 pounds of pork, 

But he could sell for cash that 
part of his crop which was. over 
and above the quota he had to 
sell to the government. 

And, being free to sell that 
extra part of his crop, he could 
sell it to another peasant on the 
black market for whatever he 
thought he could get. 

As-.a means of chopping down 
inflation the Russian government 
might, as the rumors said, cut 
down the value of the ruble. 
How? The government could say: 

“We're issuing a new kind of 
ruble. Turn in all your old pa- 
per rubles for the’ new kind. Af- 


‘ter a certain date, the old kind 


will be no good.” 

It’s likely that if the govern- 
ment cuts down the value of the 
ruble, but keeps ‘prices the same, 
it will have to raise wages to 
help workers keep on buying the 
things they need to live. 

The peasants would be hard 
hit if they had been hoarding 
money. Why? 

1. If they'd been paid largely 
in kind (like pork) for their 
crop quota (like grain) their im- 
mediate needs would have been 
taken care of. : 

2. Then, if they had sold on 
the black market for cash the 
rest of their non-quoty crop, they 
could lay in a supply of money. 

Unlike the city workers who 
got a wage raise, they'd still 
be paid (when the ruble was 
devalued), in kind for their quo- 
ta crops.

State Chamber 
Offers Program 


LOS ANGELES (#)—Directors 
of the state chamber of com- 
merce have advanced a six-point 
program for combatting inflation 
while at the same time voicing 
opposition to any return to Fed- 
eral price control and dationing. 

A resolution, adopted by the 
directors at the closing session of 
the chamber’s 20th annual meet- 
ing Wednesday, proposed a fight 
against inflation “at its six main 
sources”: 

“1. America’s money supply, 
which has tripled since 1939. 

“2e-.The staggering $37,000,000 
Federal budget, plus soaring state 
ind Iocal outlays, all of which put 
pressure on prices.

Tae POR Hwee TH eee 
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W. W. Mather Discusses S. B. 
Valley College Election Issue 


An election affecting the boundaries of the San Bernar- 
dino Valley Juriior college is scheduled to be held Dec. 30. 
This newspaper has questioned the propriety of Chaffey 
school officials going into that area and trying to influence 
the voters relative to the outcome. 

If the situation were reversed, we sufely would résert 
the intrusion of campaigners from the San Bernardino col- 
lege. 

. Wiley W. Mather, Chaffey college professor, has analyz- 
ed the issue and the following is a “Letter to the Editor” from 
him: 





— 


By W. W. MATHER 

As oné who lds wotked in Chaffey for many years the 
undersighed cannot allow to go unchallenged the false im- 
Pression given by your editorial of Friday. December 5, 
entitled: “Chaffey’s Part in the San Bernardino College 
Election.” The people of the Chaffey district have the right 
to know why Chaffey is very much interested in the terri- 
torial grab by the San Bernardino College district... Chaffey's 
interest comes from (1) loss of revenue; (2) the traditional 
Chaffey policy inaugurated by Dr. Merton E. Hill, whose 
articles on Chaffey history you are now printing; (3) denial 
in Our own county of the basic American principle of local 
self-government. Chaffey stands for the continuance of the 
present situation as advantageous both to the desert area 
and to Chaffey. 

This year seventeen students are in attendance at Chaf- 
fey from the desert; twenty-eight at San Bernardino college. 
Each has different attractions to offer. as well as the basic 
college courses. At present, since the desert area is NOT 
in any junior college district, students who live there may 
choose ANY JUNIOR COLLEGE IN THE STATE. which to 
them séems to offer the best opportunity. Such junior college 
district receives a sum from the State of California for each 
student and ALSO a sum ffom the county treasury of the 
county in which the student lives. This year Chaffey re- 
ceives about $220 per student for those outside our district. 
Some years past we have had many more than seventeen 
and we may again. Seventeen students do not mean open- 
ing any new classes in the widely varied offerings in Chaf- 
fey, but the total goes a long way toward paying the salary 
of an additional teacher. If the desert area is annexed by 
San Bernardino College, and a student comes to Chaffey 
trom that region without San Bernardino’s permission, this 
revenue is cut off, and usually is cut off with its permission. 

Second, Dr. Hill began the traditional Chaffey policy of 
a broad tax support by first securing eight elementary dis- 
tricts extending to include Fontana in addition to the union 
district formed by Ontario and Upland. He alsé, by special 
educational opportunities, attracted many students from the 
eastern part of Los Angeles county. The formation of Mount 
San Antonio college cut heavily into Chaffey revenues. 
Courses in agriculture, aviation, business, and music are 
among those which have attracted outside students. Until 
recent years more than 50 per cent of Chaffey students came 
from without our district, and the income derived from their 
attendance enabled a greater Chaffey to offer them better 
opportunities and at the same time reduce the load on the 
local taxpayers. These students have filled places of leader- 
ship in student body affairs, dramatics, and have also helped 
furnish material for football teams of “Little Rose Bowl” cali- 
bre. This policy Mr. Spring has zealously followed and de- 
veloped. For example, today Chaffey is one of the VERY 
FEW junior colleges with a C.A.A. approval for its aviation 
whereby Chaffey itself trains the pilots. It is not too much 
to say that if the ‘concept of the editorial that “After all, 
however, a junior college is fundamentally a ‘local’ coilege...” 
had prevailed in Chaffey, it never would have attained its 
present standing and reputation because it has enriched 
the lives of so many students both within and from without 
our district. 

Third, while the negotiations leading to this election 
have continued for more than a year, they were conducted 
so secretly that not until the election was set was Chaffey 
informed. No recent action has so high-lighted the present
